Another White Space on Congo Map 
Being Killed with Detail. 

More than twenty years ago Savor¬ 
gnan de Brazza carried a little steam 
launch overland between the head¬ 
waters of the large Ogowe river and 
the upper part of a river on the other 
side of the divide, a few miles away. 
1 In* natives called this stream the Ali¬ 
ma. and De Brazza believed it was a 
tributary to the Congo and that he' 
might steam down the Alima to the 
upper Congo far above Stanley pool. 
His experiment was a great success. 
He descended the Alima about 400 
miles and finally entered the Congo 
where the great river is several miles 
in width. Then he floaied down that 
river to Stanley pool, says the New 
York Sun. 

Meanwhile, Stanley had been labor¬ 
iously ascending the Congo, dragging 
ids supplies around 235 miles of 
rapids: and when he reached Stanley 
pool in* was much surprised to find 
tin* French flag floating on its north¬ 
ern hank. De Brazza had arrived be¬ 
fore him and was founding the station 
ot Brazzaville. Ever since that day 
a large white space lias existed on 
the map between the Alima and the 
Congo. Explorers were too busy else¬ 
where lo trace the rivers in the region.

It Was Sent by Sennacherib of Assyria 
Against Sn/.nb of Chaldea. 

Among some of the earliest fleets 
mentioned in history was one built 
by the clever Uhenicinn shipbuilders 
for Sennacherib. King of Assyria, 
seven hundred years before Christ, or 
over twenty-six hundred years ago. It 
seems that this king had a much- 
dreaded rival in a prince of Chaldea 
named Suzuli. This prince livid in 
the marshes in a very un-get-at-able 
place on some small island of the l’er- 
stan Gulf from which Sennacherib 
decided to oust him; and though Sen- 
nacehrib and his people lived far in¬ 
land, lie conceived the bold design of 
making an attack on Suzub with a 
fleet brought by him from his own 
country. Fur this purpose he ordered 
the Phenieians to construct “tall ships 
after their country.” meaning model¬ 
led like their own vessels, and to man 
them with sailors from Tyre and Si 
don. 

This fleet, xvlnn ready, sailed s .me 
distance down tin* Tigris, which you 
will now find on the map of Turkey 
In Asia. Then the ships- just think 
of it!—were transferred overland, pro¬ 
bably by means of wooden rollers, all 
the way to the great thoroughfare of 
the country, the big caiml of Babylon. 
There the soldiers of Sennacherib 
were put on board, and the fleet sail 
ed down the canal to the Euphrate. 
River. After much voyaging, tie- 
ships, with all the troops, wound iludr 
xvay through the marshes which were 
at the mouth of the Euphrates, ai d 
came into the Persian Gulf. This was

But I 
O'H.ira treated his questioners as Sam¬ 
son did the Fhilistlnes, deluding them 
with various and unsatisfactory an¬ 
swers. At one time, for instance, he j 
said the secret lay in “rocking” the 1 
horse putting one hand firmly on liis 
crupper, and with the other grasping 
his shoulder and then swaying him to ! 
and fro. gently at first and gradually ;

him. At another time lie protested that 
his plan was to bite the animal's ear.
